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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-10, drawn to a method for deactivating agents in a space. 
Group II, claim(s) 1 1-30, drawn to an apparatus for deactivating agents in a 
space. 

Group III, claim(s) 31 , drawn to a computer control system. 

Group IV, claim(s) 32, drawn to a method of deactivating chemical agents in a 

large space including an HVAC system. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

As stated under PCT Rule 13, a group of inventions is considered linked to form 
a single general inventive concept where there is a technical relationship among the 
inventions that involves at least one common or corresponding special technical feature. 
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The expression special technical feature is defined as meaning those technical features 
that define the contribution which each claimed invention, considered as a whole, 
makes over the prior art. The single general inventive concept and special technical 
feature in the instant application comprises the deactivation of agents in a large space 
comprising a means for introducing a gas into subregions, a means for circulating the 
deactivation gas through the subregions, and a means for controlling introduction and 
circulation of the gas until the agents are deactivated. However, McVey (Publication 
No. WO 02/066082) discloses this general inventive concept and special technical 
feature as denoted by the "X" citation disclosed in the International Search Report filed 
on September 20, 2006. Therefore, the single inventive concept cannot be considered 
a special technical feature because it does not make a contribution over the prior art. 
Consequently, the inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept.

Z Directed to an embodiment wherein the sensor includes a pair of 
capacitive plates.

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Each species is 
directed to a different embodiment of the concentration sensors, which provides an 
examination and search burden for these species due to their mutually exclusive 
characteristics.
